Late reports which come out of Russia indi­ 
cate that the heads of the soviet government will 
change their stagd on the admission of American 
newspaper writers to the red land of the Bolshe­ 
vists.

The 
worst pictures the newspaper correspondents can 
paint, if they are given fair treatment, will be

by drougth, that their censure of the soviet gov­

At worst, the opening of Russia to American 
newspaper men could not make the position of the 
Bolshevik despot* more desperate,
